Threatened Evil to the Cotton States,
Tar Southern papers are excoedingly exer-
oised just now over tue threatening condition
of ®puthern socicty. It would seem that the
castigation of that ill-fated country has not
yot been concluded. The war, although it
has desolated its flelds, and made its gardens
billowed with graves, has not yet compelled
it to drain the cup of bitter repentance to
tLe dregs. With the sxhaustion ol peace has
come a rew aflliehon, which threatens wo
destroy its rising hopes even more than did
the desperate charges of the military, We
refer to that brigandage which, if we can
trust our Southerm exchanges, Is aboul to
overrun the cotton States. In a recent arli-
cle on this addiconal pun’shment, the Rich-

mond Times eayvs, editorially 1 —

‘18 brigandage to become established in this
country ? I oo, then there never was a fnrer
neld opened Jor its suocessful entorprises thun
is presented by the topography of our counutry
and is condition smee the conelusion of the
war, Nor will there be men wanting to avail
themeelves of the (acilities afforded by the state
of the country to earn an easy Nvebthood hy
criminal svoostions. Sneh men have alreadly
been tound, and the materials out of which
brigands are made are abundant, both North
and South,

‘““The war, therefore, while it] did not creats
brigandage, has glven it p new impebas, and has
taught 1t that organization and strategzy so nse-
tul for its suocessiul cxercise, And by the
genernl unb pging ol our laws, tho destruction
of soeinl and politieal system s, and the demora
Hization of the people, briguadage has prosenied
for s orcupation and employment & most
mvitine teld, Yo the loose and disjornted condi-
tion of odr society, in the poverty aand suiferings
ol the people, i the tiveg ot seclt:onnl hatle,
anquenched hy any course of eonciliatory kind
aess on the part of the North; in the thousands
of idle and deeperste soldiers disbanded by the
war; in the vastness o' our country, the number
and maenitade of our myvers and mounatain
rungas, wo see i fleld oproed for the growth of
Lrigandage iu i's most slarwicg and formidahle
propoitions,”

Nor does it seem Lo ua that the anticipation
of gur comtemporarics is a: all misplaced.
The evil that they dread is not at all unlikasly
to ensue. All great wars have been followed
by a prevalence of the gystem ot thieving and
murder, whether its perpetrators were termad
foresters, brigands, banditt, or patriots, The
War of the Roses in Giraat Britain, was fol-
lowed by preJatory bands ol both parties, who
following in the wake of the coatending
armies, were ¢ither for York or Lancaster, as
policy suggested. The whole of the kingdom
of Grenada was, for half’ a century after its
subjugation by Spain, the scene ol blood and
carpage; while, up to the prescnt day, a
journey of fitty miles from Rome w'll bring
the traveller into the camp of bandittl. The
nature of that departmaent of literature which
has treated of these lawless bands has been of
a character to promote the growth ol
briganduge. The exploits of RosiN
Hoop, Dick Tunrin, and JACE BSnep-
PARD have been so brilliently eelebrated
In prese and verse by English writers, that it
would not be strange il these worthies had
many disciples and imitators wherever the
country and the feelings of the people shonld
prove iavorable, I{ brigandage existed in
dentely populated Encland § if it even thrives
snd prospers now in thickly settled Italy ; if
it has been successfolly followed in thg oldest
and most refined portions of Mexico, there Is
but too much resson to apprehend it appeur
snce in the late Rebal States,

There is, therefore, a strong possibility, |
not a probability, thet the South will be
shortly infested, even more than she at pre-
sont 1s, by a lawless band of depredators: and
that America will yet be able to rival the Old
World in the possession of DE La MARCKS and
Rouis Hoons, In view of such a possiblity,
the Southern papers suggest a peculinr
remedy. One of them says= that “It is in valn
to rely upon the forces of the Federal Gove-n-
ment for 4 suppression of such a system, when
once establlshed, becauss the army is being
too rapldly reduced to make its presence and
influppee appreciable over g country of such
vast and illimitable boundaries, Where mar-
tinl law exists, the evils of brignodage will be
aggravated by the paralysis of civil and ma-
pleipal law, Inseparable ['cm any system of
militury government. 1 brigandage, for cen-
turles, bas existed within twenty miles ol
Naples and fifty miles of Rome, when Italian
towns and districts have been crowded with
French and native troops, all striving to de-
stroy it, can Federal troops preveut It hare?

violence where the military fail. Should the
troops be recalled, as the South desires, there
would be sn lrrepressible system of plunder
eatablished, and the Unionists sttacked by
Hebels under the disgulse of bandittl. Let
us protect all, and punish with rigor the
guilty. For violence can only overcome vio-
lence, and lawless power be better subdued by
oxecutions than by moral suasion.

How Bills Pass the Legislature of Onr
Sints.

Toe constant stream of abuse which has beon
for years poured on the morals, or rather the
lnck of morality, of the State Legislature
bas not been without cause, Corruption and
bribery have been the ruling genli of the body,
and the fairies of the 1ing rosorted to wmeaner
tricks than ever were practisad by the “bad
spirita” of Arabian fable, I'hat matters have
pot much improved was shown by the Wirre-
NorTHROP case, in which $23.000 was
deened necessary in orler to pave with
g:eenbacks the way for the passage of a bill
lo itsell both just and necessary. But to par-
ticularize some of the facilities which ald and
abet the system of lobby blackmailing, wa
will cite the steps necessary in order to secure
the passage of any bill through both  branches
of the body.

Afier securing a number of lobby agents
men who are deemed indispen.able, and
whose profession s to buttonhole members
and either bribe or bore the vietim into assent-
ing to a bill, the ordinance is presented in
manuscript, and in manoseript referred to a
standing committee. What little manipula-
tion it undergoes in the session of this cligue
ol omnipotent representatives we do not
know. 'The curtain is closed, and all out-
sldera kept beyond the eircle of the iater-pena-
tralin. If the committee reports favorably,
then the bill is rend from the manuscript, and
either passed or defeated without any oppor-
tunity belng given to examine its provisions
calmly. Such is the routine, except in cer-
tain cases, where the bill is printed as” the
Senate or House flle.

We utter our warmest protest agalost such
an arrangement. Let every bill be printed by its
friends, and given not only into the hands of
the members, but also into Lthe possession of
stich jeurnals as have readers who aro inte-
rested in its fate, Let it be printed when fiest
moved, and belore its reference, so that time
may be allowed for its provisions to become
publ’e, Let the Star Chamber sys em of pass-
ing ordinances and making laws be abolished.
What possible idea is conveyed to readers
when the legislative proceedings announce
the passsge of a bill to *.Amend the supple-
ment o the Act incorporating the City of
PhiladelpLia #” Under this dubieus head may
be voted away some of the most valued pre-
rogatives of our city. No time is allowed
tor the disenssion and exsmination of a
measure, and a demand for a copy
of & bill is replied to by the assurance
that If a copy be proured, it must be en-
grossed at the receiver's expense. Il any
man fs to be sufficiently beaefited by a law,
then it 18 his duty to see that that law be
printed at his own expense. We: hope here-
after that every bill will be published, and
matters be so arranged at Harrisburg as to
enable editors to give to thelr readers a fall
account of all that is doing or done at the
State Capital.

THY. OIL CONFLAGRATION.

Disastrons Fire na Bounehoff Ran—Four-
torns Wells om Fire,

From the Rana Times, February 8.

At B o'clock lnst night we recelved the lollows
mﬁ despatohi—

ETROLRUM UrNTRE, Janvary sl.—Editor Reno
Times:—A great fire 16 raging on Bennehot! R an.
It originated from & spars from the amock-sthek
of the Gelty Well. All the wells In the vicinity,
twenty-two in number, are on fire; about 30,000
barrels of 01l consumed. As the oll rups down
the stream the fire tollows, and 18 serting every-
thing within its veach oo fire. The oil is still
burning «s 1t Hows from the wells,

Ovr reporter immedintely started for the soene
of the disaster (elaven wales distunt) ab obtained
tull particulars, which will be round below:—

Yesterday atternoon, assome of the cavpen-
ters swere cmployed in erreécting tunks at the
Getty Well, at about 4 o'clock P. M., it suddenly
took fire, und before the lapse of twenty mivutes
it bad spread over the surtace of «t loast an acre
of ground, wrapping in the flames no less than
nine of the b2t producing wells on fhe run, As
near a8 cun be estimated, there wus neciumulated
B the consumetd tanks, vrevious o the fire,
ubout 7000 barrels of oil.  No. 20 on the creok
regently goave excellent signs of becoming o
lurge prodoetog well, but the tools recently got
fast and delayed its furthor development, 1t is
probably owing 1o this cause thut all the wells
on the run were not igmted. The tire proceeded
from the Getty Well upwards until it reached
No. 29, and consmned the engine house, der-
ricks, ete,, on this lease ulso,

At this stage a heroie son of the Emerald Isle
mounted the rootiing of the adjoing tanks nod,
notwithstunding the imminent danger of the gas
arising from them ecatchiog tire and wrapping
bim in certann and terrible death, he econtinued
10 pour water down the sides of the tank which
wis lapped up by the fire on the ground at the
baee, ‘There was no oil on No. 20, and owing
to this, acd, ns stuted by 0 number of spoectators,
the ¢florts of the parcyslluded to, the llawmes
were kept from proceeding furthes ap the ereek,
and af lenst half of the wells saved, It is sup-
posed that the carpenters engaged aboul the
tetty well had been smoking and thus origle
nated the fire. So soon as the tanks burst
the liquin flamcs rolled down the vialley o1
the run, licking up the water and r'vr'r_'.'thillg
in its carver. In half au bhoor from the
fitst outbreak s stream of fire nearly half a mile
in length extended down the stream, and saveral
engine houses and derricks were thus consumed.
The rails ol the horse {rack which was Inid up
the run, were beut and swisted by the heat into
all the shapes of writhing serpents, The bridges
both on the track and highway were generally
burnt, Burning pools ol oll, trees fery to thelr
tops, mouldering masees of rained machinery,
twisted wank hoops, and blackened stomps,
offices and hllide are all that remam this morno-
ing to toll the iad tale, The lollowing list of pro-
perty consumed has been compiled hastily, but
will probsbly be found not far from corvect: —

The Getiy, owned by R. P. Getty & Son, Dr.
Getty and 1. (. Getty, with all swrroundings,
and 2000 barrels of oll in the tank, ete.

No. 51, owned by Mgssrz, Coddington, Spence,
Wilson, Moore, sad others. The tanks wore
supposed to contain 1500 barrels ot ail,

No. 4, owned in & great measure by the sume
parties. Two tanks containing 500,

No. 40, owned by Nowien & Frothingham, and
others, No ol consumed,

Na. 28, owned tully by the Benuchoff Riun
Petrolenm Compans, with 600 harcels of oil,

The Cinrke Well had previously stoppea pro-
ducine, but ite tanks conteined connuderable ol
helonging to ofher parcies, all of which wns
burned.

Un the Getty Lease two derricks, engines, rigs,
cte., were destroved, On the Harkins or Froth-
lughom Lesse the same number suffered a Lige
tate;  ditto on 43; one well on B4, On rthe
Northern Light Company's territory two wells
weoere burned, one ot whion was producing some
oil, The other was belng tested. Probahly not
maore than three bhundred barrels of 0il was de-
stroved on this terrtory. To be speludsd o the
damages are several rige on leases rther down
the creek, and the injury sustained hy the
railway.
